pose of naval repletion at a cost of 
16,000,000, is to be started shortly and 
the work will be expedited to com- 
plete them within the present fiscal 
year ending April next. The destroy- 
ers will a!-l be of middle, size and be 
named the Nara, 
Kuwa, 
Tsubaki, 
Maki, Keyaki, and Enoki, respectively. 
The building of the follow-ng battle- 
ships, cruisers and destroyers is 10 
begin soon at the navy dockyards and 
at shipbuilding yards at Nagasaki: 
Battleship Mucsu (Xasato type), with
